Company officials at Wisconsin Rapids 
blame odor problems on unscheduled shutdowns 
and disruptions of plant operations caused by 
‘mechanical failures, writes Joe Karius, man­ 
aging editor of the Wisconsin Rapids Daily Trib­ 
une. 
“These breakdowns upset our odor control 
apparatus,” said James Esselman, manager of 
the kraft division. “We aren’t wholly satisfied 
with our odor control. We’re genuinely con­ 
cerned.” 
Karius says the main air pollution abate­ 
ment and odor control equipment at the mill 
consists of a black liquor oxidation unit, an 
electrostatic precipitator on the recovery fur­ 
nace stack and a system of scrubbers which 
filter and wash out odor bearing gases. 
“Tile scrubbers are designed to control the 
most obnoxious of the odor bearing elements in 
'th e kraft process — organic compounds called 
mercaptains, actually sulfur alcohol, created 
when sodium sulfide reacts to the wood in which 
it is cooked.” 
Douglas Evans, acting director of the Bur­ 
eau of Air Pollution, Wisconsin Dept, of Natural 
J Resources, told Karius these sulfur compounds 
‘are extremely difficult to control, pointing out 
that human noses are more effective in detect­ 
ing odors than even the most sophisticated equip­ 
ment. He said even a pulp mill equipped with the 
latest in odor control devises can be “expected” 
J to emit odors. 
One consolidated official said “there is no 
such thing as an odor-free kraft mill.”

Tt is reports from communities like Wiscon­ 
sin Rapids, plus personal observations in other 
communities, that disturb residents of the area 
’surrounding the Escanaba Paper Co. 
Wisconsin, however, does not yet have spe­ 
cific pollution or odor level standards, while 
Michigan has had an air pollution law in effect 
since August, 1967, to implement the National 
Air Pollution Control Act of 1965, Tn addition, 
Consolidated Papers, Inc., with all due respect 
To the corporate leadership, is not Mead Corp., 
which is spending some $5 million on water pol­ 
lution control for its expanded mill in Escanaba.

Other Escanaba Paper Co. officials have indicat­ 
ed the company has “carte blanche” to order 
whatever equipment needed at Escanaba to con­ 
trol od 01*8. 
Company technicians already are at work 
monitoring air pollution at various sites around 
the mill, gathering data on weather and other 
conditions which might have a bearing on con­ 
trol efforts for the kraft mill.

And this week, Christiansen, Robert Arvold, 
general manager and vice president, publishing 
papers of Mead Corp., and Jean Worth, former 
Daily Press editor and now community consul­ 
tant for Mead, are in Sweden studying a new 
recovery system developed to control odors. 
“When we were planning a kraft mill here, 
we made every effort to assure that odor would 
not be a problem,” Arvold said recently in Esca­ 
naba. “We came up with solutions, and they’re 
good ones. 
“Research tells us that there are two dis­ 
tinct kinds of odor associated with a kraft mill.” 
he continued. “One is what you smell in the mill 
yard. It is the result of ‘blow gases’ coming out 
of the digester with the pulp. To eliminate this, 
we will operate our digester on a ‘closed sys­ 
tem.' The blow gases will be recirculated and 
burned. 
“The other odor is one sometimes notice­ 
able further from a mill,” Arvold added. “We 
have ordered a recovery system developed in 
Sweden which practically eliminates that odor. 
The new system has met with excellent success 
in Sweden . . .”

The real problem with the present air pol­ 
lution debate surrounding the planned kraft mill 
is that until the mill is put into operation — 
complete with all the control equipment — no­ 
body can judge how severe any odor problems 
might be. 
Even at that point there may be differences 
of opinion, depending on a person’s tolerance. 
About the only thing that is certain is that 
the mill will have to live up to state and federal 
standards on air p o llu te. There may also be 
a county ordinance to meet. 
Both the Escanaba Paper Co. and the Save 
Our Air group appear to be working toward that 
end and the ultimate goal of continued clean air 
for the community. Ifs a healthy sign for the 
area. Keep it up.

After Stalin’s death we didn't 
hear very much of the idea of 
Negro separatism , 
as every­

Not so long ago Jet Maga­ 
zine printed the notice of a 
petition drive for a Black Re­ 
public. 
Said the Jet article;

sign petitions, asking paym ent 
to blacks for past injustices, 
and for recognition of the new­ 
ly formed Republic of Black

The petitions call for 
the U. S. to pay $10,000 for 
each person in the new state— 
*6.000 to the Republic 
and 
$4,000 to the person.” 
The plan outlined in Jet ha* 
had a sym pathetic echo in the 
w ritings of W. H. Ferry, 
a 
m em ber of the Center for th* 
Study of Democratic Institu­ 
tions at Santa Barbara, Cali­ 
fornia. In the colleges the agi­ 
tation 
for a 
black-sponsored 
apartheid takes the U ti of de­ 
m ands for black s a y pro­ 
gram s which are to be adm in­ 
istered and staffed on an au­ 
tonomous 
basis 
by 
Negroes, 
and lim ited to Negro students. 
Bella Dodd would not hav* 
been surprised by the surfac­ 
ing of an old Communist pro­ 
posal dating back to Stalinist 
times. Since no Congressional 
m ajority is going to vote to 
cede Louisiana, Alabama and 
other southern state* to the 
Republic of New Africa, 
th* 
idea 
is still silly from 
any 
practical standpoint. 
But th* 
junior sort of separatism (se* 
the black studies program at 
Antioch College) is very much 
alive. 
In the light of Bella 
Dodd’s testimony, we can’t say 
that w* h a v I b**n warned.

Let’s assume a spade or a 
heart is returned. You simply

with

trum ps. If the clubs and dia­ 
monds are both divided either 
3-3 or 4-2 which is the norm al 
expectancy,

But note that if you lead a 
club to the ace at trick two and 
then ruff a club, you nm into 
trouble if both the minor suits 
prove to be divided 4-2. The 
shortage of entries to the West 
hand will cause you to lose con­

more tricks. 
2. Here, also, the most obvi­ 
ous line of play is not quite the 
best available. 
Thus, it would be wrong to 
w in the spade with the ace, cash 
the king of diamonds, and then 
cross to dum m y’s king of spades 
in the hope of finding the d ia­ 
monds divided 3-2.

Upper Peninsula h u n t e r * 
again distinguished themselves 
last season as being the best in 
the state, w ith 22.9 per cent of 
them 
filling

licenses. 
Overall, U. P. hunters harvest­ 
ed 26,290 deer, nearly 1,000 
more than last year’s total. 
Throughout the state the 1968 
firearm deer kill turned out de­ 
cidedly better than last season’s 
as hunters too* almost 100,000 
whitetails to keep their har­ 
vest on a par with recent years, 
according to a survey conducted 
bv the D epartm ent of Natural 
Resources. 
Last season’s harvest, esti­ 
m ated at 99,930 deer, is pegged 
to the DNR’s postcard survey 
of more than 23,000 randomly 
selected hunters who held 1968 
firearm deer licenses. 
H unter success last flail fig­ 
ured out to 16.9 per cent of 
591.380 sportsmen who actually 
w ent afield. In 1967, when 104,- 
050 w hitetails w ere taken “un­ 
der the gun,” 18.4 per cent of 
the hunters scored successfully. 
Buck Harvest Up 
Latest survey results com­ 
piled by the DNR indicate that 
Michigan firearm ers took 62.640 
bucks and 37,290 antlerless deer 
in 1968. The buck harvest was 
up from the 1967 figure of 58.- 
540, but the antlerless deer kill 
dropped by about 8.200 ani­ 
mals. 
T hat reduction In kill partly 
reflects a reduction in antler­ 
less deer perm it quotas 
for 
northern Michigan. Compared 
with 1967, these quota* were 
cut last season by IO per cent 
for the Upper Peninsula and by 
7 per cent for t h e northern 
Lower Peninsula. 
Under its final estimate, the 
DNR places the 1968 buck h ar­ 
vests at 14,400 in the Upper 
Peninsula, 36,780 in the north­ 
ern Lower Peninsula, and a 
record-breaking 11,460 in the 
southern third of the state. 
M easured against 1967, last 
season’s buck totals rose by 
3,120 anim als in t h e Upper 
Peninsula and by 2,690 in the 
southern Lower Peninsula. In 
the northern Lower Peninsula, 
hunters 
connected 
on 
1,710 
fewer bucks than they did the 
vear before. 


I^ast season’s antlerless deer 
take is estim ated at 11,890 for 
the U pper Peninsula, 23,360 for 
the northern Lower Peninsula, 
and 2,040 for southern Mich­ 
igan. In 1967, perm it holders 
took 14,040 antlerless deer over 
the Straits, 29,880 in the north­ 
ern Lower Peninsula, and 1,590 
in the southern fa im belt. 
Suer ess Drops 
H unter success in the north­ 
ern Lower Peninsula slacked 
off during the ’68 season with 
th at region’s hunters account­ 
ing for only 16.4 per cent of 
the harvest of 60,140 bucks and 
antlerless deer. T hat total fell 
about 8,000 short of what that 
region had harvested during 
1967. 
Southern M ichigan’s t o t a l 
deer harvest for 1968 hit a new 
all-tim e high of 13,500, a fig­ 
ure notched by 12.2 per cent 
of its hunters. That region’s 
latest total stands 3,140 above 
the 1967 m ark. 
H unters actually taking to 
M ichigan’s fields and forests in

Its been a difficult spring 
for the Chicago & North West­ 
ern Railroad at its new Escana­ 
ba ore 
terminal, 
but 
before 
June is over railroad officials 
hope to have the new loading 
facility going full blast again. 
Paul Schilling, 
dock agent,, 
reported only 354,120 tons of 
ore shipped over the dock dur-; 
ing May. a decline of 466,770 
tons from 1968. the last season 
of the pocket-type dock which 
was torn down last winter in 
the multi-million dollar termi-, 
nal development. 
For the year, shipments over 
the new dock are off nearly 
1.25 indian tons as the railroad 
had moved only about 30,000 
tons of ore before the surge 
bin accident in 
April 
which 
halted shipping until May 12. 
Schilling said that since that 
time 
several 
other 
minor 
“ bugs” in the system, including 
a motor problem on the dock 
last Sunday night that stopped 


shipping until last night, have 
reduced the tonnage. 


The motor, a 
1,000 
horse­ 
power unit, had to be shipped 
to Appleton, Wis., for repair 
by 
General 
Electric 
techni­ 
cians. 
Another one week halt to ore 
loading 
operations 
has 
been 
scheduled for the week of June 
16-23. Schilling reported, but 
atter that the railroad hopes to 
“ get moving” toward a record 
year in Escanaba. 


Beginning June 16, he said, 
the dock will be closed to al­ 
low workmen to convert the 
dock from the temporary load­ 
ing system which has been in 
use back into the new surge 
bin. 
After the accident, in which

Candy told the firm that one 
of its equipment tolerators, one 
of its truck drivers and one of 
its laborers would have to be 
Negro, Latin American, Oriental 
or American Indian, Williams 
said. 


Powell asked Kelley to rule if 
the 
commission “ has authority 
to originate complains against 
an employer and to do so on the 
grounds that the employes cur­ 
rently on the payroll. . . do not 
represent the degree of minority 
workers which the commission 
deems desirable.” 


Williams said in his letter to 
Powell he believes the present 
compliance program of the com­ 
mission “ is selective, arbitrary 
and capricious.” 
“ It violates the very provi­ 
sions 
of the constitution 
and 
statutes which the civil rights 
commission was created to en­ 
force,” Williams contended. 


William s said in order to com­ 
ply with the commission order 
he 
would have 
to fire three 
white employes “ or disregard 
jpb applicants simply because 
they are white in color.” 
This, he said, would violate 
the civil rights of its present 
employes or job applicants. 
Few Non-Whites 


The spokesman for the con­ 
tractor said there are very few 
non-white persons rn the areas 
they work. He also said they' 
have had no job applications 
from non-white applicants. 
Williams further cited a sec­ 
tion of state law which declares 
in part: 
“ It shall be an unfair employ­ 
ment 
practice. . . to 
establish, 
announce or follow a [jokey of 
denying or limiting through a 
quota 
system, 
or 
otherwise, 
employment 
or 
membership 
opportunities of any group be­ 
cause of the race, color, religion 
or national origin or ancestry of 
such group.” 
Williams asked that all hear­ 
ings pending before the Civil 
Rights Commission should 
be 
stayed until the questions are 
answered. 
The commission has ordered 
nearly a 
dozen contractors — 
most of them bidders on state 
highway 
projects — to meet 
minority group quotas or lose 
their right to bid on state con­ 
tracts.

Father Faiver said

considers himself a priest and 
even after he is married, “ as 
far as I am concerned, I will 
always be a priest.”
